No; in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred it is to some fellow author; or 
some intimate friend, that the writer of a modern book dedicates 
it. Sheridan Knowles, for example, our leading dramatist, he 
crawls to no patron, but very often writes a cordial, hearty dedica- 
tion of a new play to that one among his friends who has insisted. 
on carrying him away into the country, and making him work 
amid the cheerful and salutary influence of fresh air and social in- 
tercourse. Does Bulwer Lytton delight in dedicating his works 
to the aristocrats among whom birth has placed him? By no 
means. Опе brilliant novel is inscribed to his fellow traveller, 
Mr. Auldjo; another is to a * Memory ;" and а third to the 
“Great German People." One novelist inscribes his work to his 
mother, a second to his wife, and Harrison Ainsworth to his ** three 
dear daughters.” And when a nobleman is selected as dedicatee, 
in what terms is the courtesy couched? Look at “Henrietta 
Temple.” “То Lord Lyndhurst this work is inscribed by his 
friend B. D'Israeli." 

And not Knowles only, but the dramatists as а body have long 
since ceased to introduce their printed plays with a prayer that 
the nobleman, “who from the side box led the pit,” will exert 
himself in favour of the piece, if so small a matter be deemed 
worthy his attention, The party of people of taste and quality 
who come down to the theatre from the tea table, and “vowed to 
Gad there were some fine strokes in the piece but it lacked me- 
thod,” are now nobodies. The successful author records his obli- 
gations where they are really due, — to the accomplished actor, 
whose patient stady and keen perception liave enabled him to 
develop the writer's ideas with a brilliancy which astonishes their 
very creator. Indeed, a dramatist's gratitude to an actor some- 
times carries him too far; he forgets that, ably as they may 
“render” his ideas, he must first have supplied them. Тһе pre- 
face to the lucky comedy. * London Assurance," for instance, is 
written in a tone of self-abasement not creditable to the literary 
character, and its clever author would now eschew such servile 
adulation as he has there lavished upon every body who acted in 
his play. Such specimens are, however, not common. 

To the rich or highly-born individual, therefore, who is dis- 
posed to aid the cause of art and artists for the sake of the glorifi- 
cation he may obtain in return, the present state of society offers 
little temptation. He may bestow his solid pudding, but he will not 
obtain empty praise. He may he spoken of in society as a * liberal 
fellow,” a “ man who cares about art,” and in similar familiarities 
of approbation, but there will be no blowing of trumpets in his 
honour. Hence it is fair to conclude —indeed, the conclusion is 
necessarily forced upon us by the premises—that he who patronises 
the arts in these days does so from the most creditable of motives 
— love. 

Among those who must be included in this honourable band, 
and опе of the foremost in the good work, is the late Premier of 
England. Не is precisely the man calculated to be of essential 
and permanent service to art. Born to wealth, and highly edu- 
cated and accomplished, he was early trained to the severest busi- 
ness habits ; and the moment he was qualified for the routine of 
statesmanship, he was put into political harness. A vocations, 
therefore, were at once found for him, which necessarily engrossed 
the greater part of his time and attention, and a vista was opened 
to him far away from the fields of art, and terminating in a 
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‚ The entrance porch of the mansion is an enclosed one, and opens 
Into а porter's hall of plain chiricter. On passing this, you enter 
the inner hall and principal s'airca-e; these are elaborately painted 
іп encaustic colours, ‘I'he walls are panelled, and decorated with 
fiiezes and medallions, &c., in the manner of the old 1ta.ian palaces. 
The prevailing colours are quiet and unobtrusive, chiefly green and 
buff tints, relieved by some bright colours very sparingly introduced. 
The chief efforts of the painter are on the upper part, where the 
raised enrichments and mouldings are partially gilt, and picked in 
with bright colour. Тһе ceiling is panelled, and similarly orna- 
mented, the ground of all the panels being plate glass, slightly 
painted, to correspond with the rest of the ceiling. From the centre 
will be suspended a chandelier, upon Farraday's new principle, 
avoiding all the usual objections to the introduction of gas into 
the interior of a house. Тһе lights in the chapel at Buckingham 
Palace, and in the new Print Room at Windsor Castle, are upon the 
same principle. The impossibility of the escape into the room of any 
murals gases, or, indeed, of any effluvia whatever, renders this kind 
of light, so protected, peculiarly applicable where there are fine pic- 
tures, as in the present case, for the whiteness of the light is almost 
as favourable as daylight for their exhibition. 

We forbear from entering into any description of the wall decora- 
tions, for they are more intelligibly explained by our accompanying 
illustrations, “On entering this inner hall, the door opposite the 
visitor leads to the dining-room. The walls and all the fittings of 
this room are painted. in various shades of panelled oak, relieved by 
raised enrichments, gilt and painted, to represent elaborately inlaid 
work, in dark brown wood. Тһе ceiling is panelled and painted, to 
correspond in some measure with the walls, but of light tints, This 
style of decoration is new to our eyes, and has a pleasing effect. 
Some interesting portraits decorate the walls, and with their frames 
give ereat brilliancy to the whole apartment, А capacious bow win- 
dow lights this room, and overlooks the gardens, which extend to the 
river. ‘Tne size of this room is 34 feet by 23 feet. 

Adjoining the dining-room, and also entered from the above- 
described inner hall, is the library, or study, of this the most distin- 
guished politician of the age.” Like its occupant, it is of grave 
aspect, and wholly free from ostentatious display. ‘The walls are 
lined by books, in oak cases, Slightly enriched by bronze ornaments. 
Above the cases, the walls are of dark green, and all the woodwork 
of the room is in unison with the bookeases. ‘This library is 36 feet 
by 21 feet. The only other room on this floor is a waiting, or break- 
fast room, of vlain, unpretending character, but on the wallsare seen 
the wel. known and matchless drawings of Itubens, which were once 
in the possession of Lawrence. 

Ascending now to the first floor, we enter at the head оҒ the stairs 
the great drawing-room, which in size is 34 feet by 23 feet. ‘This is 
а most charming room. Its deep bow window commands one of 
the most interesting scenes that the world can present - a comprehen- 
sive view of London, from St. Pauls to Westminster, with the 
Thames in the foreground. Тһе walls of this room are painted of a 
pale green tint, and the doors, wiudows, and other wood ‘ork are 
beautifully grained as light maple inlaid with darker woods. ‘There are 
some fine pictures in this ro :m, the two most conspicuous being whole 
lengih portraits of her Majesty and of Prince Aibert, recently pre- 
sented by the Queen. From this drawing. room you enter the picture 
gallery, so well known to connoisseurs, and which contains some of 
the best pictures in Europe. ‘This is the only room where the old 
masters are introduced : every other picture in the house, and, we be- 
lieve it may be added, every picture in Sir Robert's mansion іп Staf. 
fordshire, rich as it is in works of art, is the production of modern 
artists. This picture gallery, the contents of which аге described 
be'ow, in all respects corresponds with the drawing-room in its mode 
of finishing; its length is 64 feet and width 21 feet. We were per- 
mitted to view a small private drawing-room on this floor, adjoining 
the above gallery, which in its simple elegance well befits tne lady 
who occupies it, The walis and ceiling аге wholly finished in shades 
of buff, relieved by gilded ornaments, and by a few touches ofa strong 
red colour. We have abstained from entering upon any description 
of the furniture, as some of the rooms are not yet completely finished. 
Suffice it to say, that the style and character of what we saw were 
strongly indicative of the illustrious owner; intrinsically valuable, 
and in perfect harmony with the apartments, and yet wholly free from 
that meretricious splendour which we not unfrequently meet with in 
the homes of men of comparatively inferior rank and fortune. It gives 
us pieasure in conclusion, to put on record the names of the artists 
who were honoured by Sir Robert's patronage in this work. Мг, S.

and winning his victories, to minister wisely and advantageously WHITEHALL. 


The following description of this celebrated collection 
from the introduction to Mrs. Jameson’s catalogue. 

The «collection of Sir Robert Peel has been formed entirely by 
himself, and із distinguished in some respects from all other private 
collections with which 1 am acquainted. It is as if the owner had 
intended to comprise within the smallest space the largest possible 
amount of excellence and beauty, and invested wealth. With the 
exception of about twenty portraits of the English school, and two 
chefs d'œuvre by Rubens, all the pictures are оҒ one school and one 
age — the Dutch school, properly so called, and by painters of the 
seventeenth century ; all are cabinet pictures, each is a chef d'eeuvre 
of its class and style. Not only there is not one mediocre picture in 
the collection, but there is not one which is not of celebrity and first 
rate. It is in this respect the most remarkable and valuable collec- 
tion with which I am acquainted. Where every picture has been 
selected for its known reputation and rarity, as well as its intrinsic 
beauty — where every picture is іп its way a miracle — it were idle 
to point out any particuiar work to part'cular notice, Individual 
taste will of course determine the рг‹ Гегепсе, where the most con- 
summae critic would not venture to pronounce а superiority. 
Certain subjects harmonise most with our own minds, and possess 
the kind of merit we can best appreciate; to these the attention is 
luvuiuntarily directed — these unconsciously fix themselves in the 
memory, though the true connoisseur would assuredly reject such a 
predilection as a criterion of excellence or value. This being pre- 
mised and understood, I may venture to say that after repeated visits 
the pictures which have left tne most vivid impression on my fancy 
are the Rubens portrait, the landscape of Hobbema, that of Саур, 
the village scene of Isaac Von Ostade, the Gerard Douw, and the 
Varder Velde. Тһе collection is strictly private. All these ex- 
quise little wonders are hung in the family sitting-room, thus 
fulfilling their original purpose and destination, which is that of 
familiar and domestic companionship. If from our book or our 
needlework we raise our eyes, and they fall on a sot evening scene 
of Cuyp or Adrian Vander Velde, with cattle ruminating in the 
quiet sunshine; or on that deep-shaded nook, amid embowering 
oliage, reflected in the transparent pool, with wild fowl sporting 
amid the Sedgy banks; or that interior, with its home- felt, heart- felt 
reality — with what a comolacen. smile we dwell upon it, and on its 
Ғатілаг beauty! But let it be one of the divine creations of Ltalian 
art — one of Michel Angelo's prophets or sybils, or St Michael 
trampling down the Evil Spirit, or the dead Redeemer in his 
mother's arms, to which we raise our eyes —and directly the space 
we share it with seems too confined for iis greatness, It is 

A presence that disturbs us with the joy 
Of elevated thoughts. 

It makes common life commonplace. The proper situatiun for 
such piciures is not the drawing-room or library, but the palace, the 
gallery, the church. 

The Dutch school of art will ever be the most popular, because it 
appeals to the popuiar sources of sympathy and wonder. Everybody 
has sympathy for the concerns of every-day existence — for the ele- 
gant repose of the lady at her toilet — for the joyous revelry of pea- 
sant life. Every « ne has wonder for the excellence addressed 10 the 
eye. The su jects are within the jrauge of с mmon intelligence ; 
and the execution, the miracu ous skill of the workmanship, excites 
in the mind the same kind of admiration, mingled with a sense of 
amusement, with which we view some performance of magic or 


to the interests of art. Nothing but real and enduring love of is abridged 
Art would have diverted such a champion from such a contest. 

We have been favoured with permission to give, elsewhere, 
some very interesting details and sketches of the embellishments 
and decorations of Sir Robert Peel’s magnificent mansion in 
Whitehall Gardens—a house which presents on every wall, and 
every ceiling, and every gallery, innumerable evidences of the 
taste of its owner. The bas-relief of Spring, of which we have 
just inserted an engraving, is from the centre of one of the four 
sides of the principal room. It was designed by Mr. Stevens, one 
of the masters of the School of Design. It is impossible to assign 
too much praise to Sir Robert Peel for his liberal and judicious 
exertions in promoting the cause of the decorative arts, and it is 
only those who have had an opportunity of knowing the extent 
and value of his services in the Royal Commission, who can ade- 
quately testify to the judgment and the generosity which he is 
always inclined to display in such matters. He has done much 
individually, by his personal outlay; but what he has done by in- 
fluence and example is even more conspicuous, for the magni- 
ficence of his residence has inspired the emulation of many a noble 
and wealthy friend ; and in numerous parts of the metropolis, and 
in several country seats and mansions, artists, fully employed and 
amply remunerated, can bear thankful testimony to the stimulus 
given to art by the taste and energy of Sir Robert Peel. 

As journalists, necessarily and gladly devoted in a great measure 
to similar interests, we are most happy to bear our part, not in 
praising the late Premier's exertions, for that were idle, but in 
making the public aware of the real nature and merits of the 
services he has rendered. When old political victories shall be 
forgotten in the excitement of new опев; nay, when the now 
vigorous and skilful combataats shall sleep in the House of Lords, 
or in а still profounder calm, the memory of the advantages ob- 
tained for decorative art by Sir Robert Peel will be as fresh and 
as glowing as the beautiful encaustics which have drawn from us 
this humble but sincere testimony.

beyond our comprehension. Yet, were these the only or the greatest 
merits of the Dutch school, they would hardly affurd to the culti- 
vated taste and thoughful mind the pleasure they do really bestow. 
Under some points of view, thty address themselves to the higher 
faculties of reflection and imagination. If their aim be lower than 
that of the poetical Italians, they have far oftener attained it. How 
seldom do the best Italian masters completely satisfy us !— their 
highest and happiest productions аге ране of the glorious and 
the beautiful — they seldom embody it. here are, perhaps, twenty 
first-rate Italian pictures in existence, wherein the artist has accom- 
plished his own object, and these have been for centuries longer һе. 
yond the reach of individuals. Т. possess them is the proud prero- 
gative of nations and sovereigns. On the other hand, there are, 
perhaps, a thousand Dutch pictures, іп which the artist has achieved 
the perfection at which he aimed, which leave nothing for the most 
fastidious critic to censure or to desire; and these, though seldom in 
the market, as it is called, are yet, by various accidents, transferred 
from one owner to another, and every one who resolves to pay a cer- 
tain price may hope to possess them. To form such a collection of 
Italian pictures as Sir Robert Peel has here collected of the Dutch 
school — pictures bearing the same relative rank and value, perfect 
and matchless in their kind — would be, 1 apprehend, a thing im- 
possible, 

It must be remembered, that in one department of art the Dutch 
painters may fairly compete with those of Italy. In landscape, they 
originated a school as poetical аз vaiious, as elegant as true to 
nature, and as pure in taste, and every way as admirable, as the 
greatest of the schools of Italy, with thé merit of being altogether 
different. 

The Dutch landscape painters of the seventeenth century may be 
divided іп'о two classes. In the first we place the painters of home 
and rural scenery — Cuyp, Hobbema, Ruysdaal. Van Gosen, Wy- 
nants, Dhilip Koningh, Artois, Dekkar, Hackert, Moncheron, 
Vander Neer, Adrian Vander Velde, Isaac v. Ostade, and Paul 
Potter. In the second class we piace the painters of fancy and 
foreign scenery — Paul Brill, Pelemberg, Breemberg, Jan Both, 
Pynaker, Berghem, Karel du Jardin, Wouvermanns, Weeninx, 
Lingelbach, Zachtleven, Milé, Swanevelt, and Van Біштап, called 
Orizzonte. 

The first mentioned painters passed their Jives almost wholly in 
their own country, in such obscurity and uneventful tranquillity, 
that to hunt out the dates of their birth and death has been matter of 
difficulty ; and of many of them, not even so much is known; their 
works, with their signature and a few dates оп pictures, comprising 
ali the evidence that they have lived. ‘The number of their produc- 
tions, and the wonderful care and diligence and finish with which 
they are executed, prove their unremitting industry. Of tne three 
greatest among them — Cuyp, Hobbema, and Ruysdaal — it may be 
said that they lived in perpetual communion with nature, They did 
not merely observe or imitate nature, or dress her up in this or that 
garb, Arcadian or lta ian, to piease their fancy ; but with а decp 
sympathy and love they wooed her in simplicity of heart till she ип: 
folded to them the mystery of her loveliness, and showed them that 
in her every aspect, every form, every hue, every passing cloud, in 
every morn. or noon, or night, or dewy eve, there is poetry to him 
who feels it. Cuyp painted only the locality of his own neighbour- 
hood—the canals and pastures round the city of Dort; these he 
represented under every change of the seasons, as they revolved; but 
he delighted principally in the effects of a warm summer evening, 
with barges gliding along the sun-illumined rivers, or herdsmen and 
milkmaids tending cattle in the open pastures. Hobbema painted 
amid the secluded forest scenery of Guelderland, where the little 
Dutch hamlets lie buried amid embowering trees. His shades to 
the ear of fancy are musical with bees and birds. He paints foliage 
with such an exquisite lightness— he conveys with such truth the 
feeling of shade and shelter under a hot noontide sun, here and there 
piercing the intermingled boughs, that one сЁ his pictures in a room 
would create a summer in the heart of winter, and seclusion and 
peace in the crowded din of a сну. Ruysdaal was endowed with a 
more excitable and melancholy temperament; and it must have 
been characteristic of the man, as he has revealed himself in his 
works, that while so many of his countrymen and cotemporaries were 
hurrying to Italy, he went to Norway, and wandered there alone. 
If Hobbema paints retirement, Ruysdaal paints solitude; ава he 
revelled in gloom, a Cuyp in sunshine; his skies are grey and 
threatening ; the autumn winds sigh through the trees. or the cold 
dewy spring mornings have a chill in their freshness. Не gives us, 
too, sea storms and Norwegian precipices, with the wild cataracts 
“ leaping like Bacchanals from rock to rock," and the woodcutters' 
huts, or little church with its slight wooden Spire, seen amid the 
rocky heights or beyond the tufted and tangled dell. Adrian Vander 
Velde, just the reverse of Ruysdaal in every respect, wanders from 
the homestead and farm-yard to the flat beach, with its sandy ex- 
panse, and the grey northern sea weltering to the Shore, and gives us 
every variety of the peasant's and the fisherman's life. Paul Potter 
has varied his landscapes, which are indeed but backgrounds to his 
groups of cattle, with such life and air, and cloud and sunshine, and 
soft receding distance, or grassy verdure, that we feel, too, the intense 
love of truth and nature to which he sacrificed his young life. 
Hackert painted the woods near the Hague; Vander Neer, moon- 
lights; all the others the wide fertile plains, the village scenery, the 
rivers and canals and shores of their own country, to which limited 
and monotonous subjects they gave, by mere force of truth and feel- 
ing, an inexpressible charm. 

The second class of painters studied in Italy, and many of them 
passed the greater part of their lives in that country. There was in 
the middle of the seventeenth century a colony of Dutch painters at 
Rome, who exercised no inconsiderable influence on the Italian 
artists of that period, Some of them studied and composed from the 
nature around them, as Jan Both and Pynaker, Milé, Swaneveit, 
Lingelbach. Others give us scenes and groups which can scarcely 
be said to belong to any nation or any country (brought from some 
conventional, fantastic Arcadia), or scenic camps ‘and battles, and 
hunting and hawking subjects, which, exquisitely brilliant, elegant, 
and fancifulas they are, seldom convey the feeling either of general or 
individual truth, and are, more or less, mannered — such are Breem- 
berg, | ceelemberg, Berghem, Karel du Jardin, and Wouvermanns, 

We know something more of the latter class, the Italianised. 
Dutch artists, than of the former, but still very little. It appears 
that Rubens and Rembrandt exercised a strong influence over all; 
that Abraham Bloemart and Paul Brill originated the Italianised 
school, and that Van Goyen and Wynants, among the earliest 
painters of home scenery, formed many scholars. Wynants was ге- 
markable Гог his exact attention to the details of nature and his 
elegant facility of pencil, qualities which he imparted to his most 
distinguished pupils, A. Vander Velde and Philip Wouvermanns, 

The earliest Dutch marine painter of eminence was Cornelius 
Vroom, who began his life as a bad painter of history ; but being 
accidentally wrecked on the coast of Portugal, he painted a repre- 
sentation of the tempest of such excellence and truth that it deter- 
mined the future direction of his genius. Тһе eminent men who 
succeeded him were formed by him, or by his pupil Vlieger. The 
latter was the master of Wilhelm Vander Velde, as yet uncxcelled as 
a painter of sea pieces; and, in truth, it is difficult to conceive, with- 
out a critical examination, the poetry, the grace, the picturesque 
movement with which this most charming painter has varied and 
animated such subjects. Backhuysen is scarcely inferior in effects of 
breezy, agitated skies and water; but in giving the calm, the lucid 
transparency of the morning or evening on the ocean surface softly 
trembiing in light, and studded over with vessels in every variety of 
attitude, Vander Velde is unapproached by him or any other— аз 
wonderful as he is delightful. 

Of the Flemish school of landscape, that of. Rubens, there will be 
occasion to speak hereafter, 

А volume, and a very amusing volume, might be written on the 
Dutch painters. Хо pictures require such exact descriptions to dis- 
tinguish one from another, or afford in de:cription so little satiş- 
faction ; yet in themselves, when well considered, they are full of 
characteristic varietv. ‘These artists did not imitate each other, and 
except in very few cases of father and son, no two painted alike. 
This individuality is a principal source of the pleasure they bestow 
on a true lover of art in all its furms.

Dexksysuire.— An Я conflagration was seen,on Satur- 
day last, in a field occupied by Mr. Mugliston, which adjoins the 
railway, near Bank Close. Тһе field had yielded a large crop of 
aftermath, which had never been eaten, and was consequently full of 
dried grass, A Strong west wind was blowing when the express en- 
gine swept by. and bore into the field some sparks from the engine;

The fire destroyed all 
the verdure, and left the hedges in a blackened and pulverised 
State; and great exertions were made before it was put out. 

IRMINGHAM.— п making the necessary excavatious for the con- 
struction of a sewer in Lease Lane, the workmen came upon the en- 
trance to a cave, or subterranean passage, at the end near Bell Street, 
On procuring lights some of the men entered, and a recess was dis. 
covered cut in the firmly embedded sand, about eight feet in length, 
six in width, and cight feet high, and having a shaft, now bricked 
оуег, communicating with the cellar of the house above. Aftera 
portion of the rubbish with which the excavation was nearly filled hed 
been removed, Мг. Pigott Smith, the town surveyor, proceeded to 
examine the passare, when it was found to be a long gallery, thirty 
feet below the level of Bell Street, extending, so far as could be 
measured, about forty-two feet towards Spiceal Street, and appa- 
rently still more extensive. The heightof the passage is about seven 
feet, having on either side eight recesses of various dimensions. Such 
is this singular subterranean gallery, but for what purpose formed re- 
mains а mystery, On the surface of the soil there was a thin layer 
of black powder, which proved to be decayed wood; hence it may be 
inferred that a considerable length of time must have been required 
to reduce the timber to that state, as the porous and dry character of 
the soil is not such as to promote rapid decomposition. The woik- 
men have since been engaged in removing the loose rubbish, and on 
Saturday they found a great number of beef, sheep, and fowl bones. 
An empty bottle was also discovered, which trom its appearance would 
"сет to have been made many years ago. Тһе body of the bottle is 
five inches in height and fifteen in circumference, and the neck three 
inches in length. Upon examination it was found to correspond ex- 
actly with the make of some bottles discovered lying upon the skele- 
tons dug up in Oxford Street a few months аро, Several pieces of 
fused metal and a large piece of chalk were also found. Up to a late 
hour on Saturday evening the men had not reached further than 
forty-three feet, and then they had arrived at a point where the 
cavern would seem to be increasing in size. This part of the 
passage, wheiever it may lead to, is filled up with loose soi].

The first is the 
Sweeter colourist, the latter the more vigorous draughtsman. In the 
portraits of Sir Joshua there is ever a predominance of seutiment ; 
іп those of Sir l'homas a predominance of intellect. The pencil 
of the latter would instinctively illuminate with animation the most 
pensive face ; and the genius of the former would throw a shade of 
tenderness into the countenance of a virago. 

The contrast here drawn does not derogate from the fame and 
merit of the most accomplished portrait painter of our own age.

CAPTAIN KELLETT'S ADVENTURE IN MEXICO. 


We extract from the “ United Service Gazette" of last week, the 
following interesting account of a Strange adventure which occurred 
to the captain and other officers of Н.М. Surveying ship Herald, 
Whilst this vessel lay before Siquatanejo, on the coast of Mexico, 
Captain Kellett, Mr, Hill (the purser), Мг, Thomas Woodward 
(the surgeon), Мг. Goodridge, and thirteen men in two boats, went 
ashore to collect objects of natural history, Shortly after landing 
the whole party were seized by a large body of Mexicans (naif 
Indians, half Spaniards), armed to the teeth, It was with much 
difficulty they were restrained from using their long knives before 
the arrival of the commandant, who declared them to be Americans, 
and took them ail prisoners, Notwithstanding all remonstrance 
they were hurried up to a rising ground and imprisoned in a filthy 
shed. Тһе commandant would not credit their declaration of being 
Englishmen, although Capt. Kellett offered to take him on board his 
ship and convince him, At last he (the commandant) was prevailed 
upon to allow Lieut. Wood. of the Pandora, tender to the Herald, to 
50 down to Acapulco (about a hundred miles off), where there was 
а superior officer, for instructions. The Heraid, meanwhile, had 
anchored in the port, and the seamen came forward in a body on 
hearing what had taken place, to request the first lieut., Mr. Maguire, 
to allow them to man the boats and make the attempt to rescue 
their captain, officers, and messmates, which he most prudently de- 
clined, as likely to lead to much bloodshed, without accomplisning 
their object, as 200 troops had been brought up to the spot by the 
commandant, who informed them that the moment any one attempted 
to escape, or a boat left the ship's side, he would break up the two 
boats which they had hauled on the beach, and the troops should fire 
upon them. Having no arms, the prisoners were obliged to put up 
with these insults, and remained in their wretched prison six days, 
on the Jast of which one of the party was taken into the bushes and 
shown a large hole, which their captors had been digging, and was 
‘old that on the morrow they would all be hanged and buried in that 
hole.

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OPENING OF THE HAVRE AND ROUEN RAILWAY. 


An event has taken place on the continent replete with interest to 
Englishmen, whether considered commercially, politically, or with 
pure reference to our occasional recreation. Ран, the centre of 
attraction for the gay and the wealthy, the focus of political intrigue, 
the source of our supplies of the elegancies and refinements of life, 
has been brought nearer to England by manyjhours. Nor only that ; 
the lumbering diligence from Havre to Rouen, with its manifold 
accompanying annoyances in the shape of bad roads, dust in 
summer, splash in winter, surly conductors, garrulous drivers, troops 
of mendicants, hasty and ill-dressed refections, disagreeable fellow 
passengers, &c., has ceased to exist, gone the way of stage coaches 
and postchaises before the all-conquering progress of “the Най,” 
The long promised chemin de fer from Havre to Rouen has at 
length been opened, and now for four or five pounds sterling an 
Englishman can go from London to Paris via Southampton or 
Brighton, or direct from London, stopping for some hours at Rouen 
to see the finest old cathedral and the noblest old church in France, 
the statue of Joan of Arc, the birthplace of Corneille, and the rest 
of the attractions with which the town abounds, in less time than it 
now occupies to go without stopping from London to Paris рід 
Folkestone or Dover. "Тһе day when such advantages became 
available to us should be marked with a white stone.

descriptions of the ceremonial of opening the railway on Saturday 
last: — 


A special train from Paris, consisting of six first class and several second and 
third class carriages, brought Mr. Charles Lafitte (the present); several of the 
directors, M. Dubois, deputy for Havre, and some two hundred of their friends, 
to the Rouen station about [0 a.m. There they were joined by Mr. Locke, the 
engineer-in-chief, Mr. Mackenzie, the constructor of the line, and others. After 
a hasty déjeuner, the train was again set in motion about 20 minutes past 10, and 
performed the distance to Havre (58} English miles), in two hours and twenty 
minutes, stoppages included, The same day the return trip was made, and on 
the following day the trains began to run for the public. 

The Havre station, comprising a passenger station, a goods’ station with im- 
mense warehouse sheds, and engine sheds, carriage sheds and coke ovens, to- 
gether with accommodation ground attached to them, covers an area of thirty- 
six English acres. Тһе goods’ station is one of the most commodious of the kind 
ever constructed in Europe, From this station it is calculated that the company 
will carry, when the line is in operation, no less than 1000 tons of merchandise a 
vf It has a frontage and entrance perfectly distinct from the passenger 
station. 

There is nothing remarkable on the line until we reach the Mirville viaduct, 
if we except two small viaducts at Harfleur and the steep incline, which extends 
some distance beyond Mirville, and which necessitates the use of an extra loco- 
motive from the Harfleur station. The Mirville station is composed of forty- 
ЕТЕ arches across a deep valley, The highest of these arches, constructed of 
brick, is thirty-two metres and a half from the level of the rails to the surface of 
the ground. The foundation is of hard clay ; but one or two of the piers are 
supported by a concrete. 

here is no other work of art of importance until we reach Pavilly, where 
there is a short tunnel. Shortly after this we reach the Barentinviaduct ; cross- 
ing the valley of Barentin, in the bottom of which runs a small rivulet, that 
turns several cotton mills at Pavilly. It has twenty-seven archesof 50 feet span 


each, and describes a radius of about half a mile. Тһе highest arch is 100 
feet from the level of the rails to the level of the ground. Then comes the 
Pissy Poville tunnel, of 2200 metresin length. After emerging from this tunnel 
the line'runs through a deep cutting; after which, there is a bigh embankment 
leading to the Malaunay tunnel, which crosses by means of e ht arches the 
river Cailly, and abuts upon another and similar embankment leading to a bridge 
croising the route royale from Dieppe to Paris. Cuttings and embankments of 
little consequence are all that are now encountered until we enter the Deville 
tunnel, of no very great length. This tunnel opens within the Octroi of сост 
and the line continues a little above the Rue Renaud, until it enters а tunne 
which passes under the cemeteries of St. Gervais and St. Maur, a length of 1184 
metres, The traveller then emerges into light, and then arrives at the Rouen 
station. 

The engine sheds are capable of containing forty locomotives, and the carriage 
sheds will contain seventy carriages. ‘There are twenty-four coke ovens at 
tached to the station, with a chimney of 112 feet elevation. 

To reach the Paris line at Sotteville there are three tunnels to pass through. 
The tunnel under the boulevards Beauvoisin and St. Hilaire, 1500 metres in 
length ; a small one under the Rue des Sapins, eighty metres ; a viaduct of four 
arches across the rivers Robec and Aubette, in the valley of Dametal; a slight 
embankment; anda tunnel of more than 1000 metres under the Mont Ste. 
Catherine. This tunnel describes aradius of about half a mile, and the works in 
it were the most difficult ever encountered. Тһе miners were continually inter- 
rupted by the rush of water from the innumerable springs imbedded in the 
mountain. This tunnel emerges from the side of a hill overhanging the Val 
d'Eauplet, a village in the environs of Rouen. Across this road the line is con- 
ducted by a wooden bridge of eight arches, prolonged over the Seine. One of 
these arches rests on the Isle Brouilly, and from this spot a most magnificent 
view is obtained of the Seine and its embankmenta, with its numerous small 
islands, and the quays of Rouen. From the foot of this bridge the line passes on 
ап embankment, describing about half a mile radius, bounding one of the finest 
race-courses in the world, the plains of] Sotteville, and forms a junction with 


the Paris line.

THE GREAT COMET, VISI- 
BLE TO THE NAKED EYE, 
IN THE CONSTELLATION 
ANDROMEDA. 


This extraordinary visitor is thus 
introduced to the public by Mr. Hind, 
the very accurate and indefatigable 
observer of Regent’s Park. 


Sir, =I beg to forward to you some results 
relating to the comet discovered here on 
February 6, which will, perhaps, interest 

our astronomical readers. uring the 
ast ten days this object has been distinctly 
visible to the naked eye in the constellation 
Andromeda, shining as a star of the fourth 
magnitude, with a tail extending (at pre- 
sent) about four degrees from the nucleus. 

The perihelion passage will take place 
about 6 o'clock on the evening of March 30, 
when the distance of the comet from the 
un’s surface will be little more than four 
times the real diameter of that luminary, 
or about 3,500,000 miles ; consequently, the 
intensity of light will be 100 times stronger 
than at present, or once stronger than that 
of a star of the fourth magnitude. Very 
few comets have approached so near the 
Le heres t in writing now is to suggest the 
possibility of our seeing the comet in broad 
daylignt on March 30. The great comet of 
1843 was distinctly observed at noonday 
over the whole continent of America and

ASSASSINATION or M. Е. p'Os- 
SERY IN SOUTH America. — Ас- 


counts have been received announcing 
the assassination of M. E. d'Ossery, 
who, in company with М. de Cas- 
tlenau, was travelling in South Ame- 
rica, exploring the hitherto unknown 
parts of that country. The object of 
the expedition was to cross the Ame- 
rican continent from Rio Janeiro to 
Lima, thence returning to Guiana, 
traversing Peru, and descending the 
river of the Amazons. Тһе tra- 
vellers arrived at Lima in the sum- 
тег of 1846. After staying several 
months in that capital, they separated 
with the intention of reaching the 
Amazons by different routes; М. de 
Castelnau “ moving towards the 
Ucayale, and M. d'Ossery embark- 
ing on the Maranon, and rejoining 
each other at the confluence of these 
two rivers. M. d'Ossery left Lima 
at the beginning of November, and 
by the end of the month was at Jaln, 
about 200 leagues south of Lima, 
where he hired a boat with four 
IOwers at the Port of Bellavista, 
where he embarked on November 30. 
unattended even by a servant. His 
friends at Lima warned him against 
this imprudence ; but, in the rash- 
ness of youth, he disregarded their 
advice, and on the next day was mur- 
dered by the boatmen at a place called 
Jussamaro. The whole of the four 
assassins were arrested and sent to 
the judge at Lambayequa, the chief 
town of the province. An armed 
party was immediately sent to Jussa- 
maro, to bring in the body of М. 
d'Ossery and his effects to Lam- 
bayequa. No further details have 
reached Paris, and therefore it is not 
known how the murder was com- 
mitted, how it was discovered, nor 
what induced the men to commit the 
barbarous act. АП that is known is 
that M. d'Ossery took with him 
from Lima a considerable sum of 
money for the expenses of his jour- 
ney. The Peruvian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs hastened to send an 
account to M. Lemoyne of this fatal 
event, promising that the culprits 
should be brought to punishment, 
and that the property of the deceased 
Ж should be collected and sent to the 
ar à French legation.

Lately, in the hurry of embarkation, one family left benind them a 
child, which was kindly adopted by some charitable persons, It is a 
sign of the times in Germany that a new word — Ёиторати4е, tired 
of Europe — has come into fashion to express the discontent of the 
people. From the Ist to the 17th of March, 26 vessels sailed from 
Bremen for New York, carrying out 380+ emigrants. 

Russia. — A paragraph іп a Hamburg paper states that the mode 
employed in proselytising the peasantry of the Russian provinces is 
by an appeal, not to their understanding, but to hungry stomachs, 
As the last harvest was deficient in some parts, the peasants have 
suffered from scarcity. Accordingly, the Greek church offers there 
to every convert to its creed a plot of ground rent-free and other 
material privileges. The peasints, of course, have been converted 
by thousands; but it is said that in very numerous instances their 
wives have refused to follow the example, and, consequently, religion 
has been made the cause of d :mestic dissension and unhappiness. 

eWatracuia, — It appears that the general assembly of Walachia 
had adopted, on the 23d ult., a project of law of the highest import- 
ance, in virtue of which 14,000 families and 60,000 Bohemian slaves 
belonging to the state, to the clergy, and to all the public establish- 
ments, have been emancipated. ‘This magnificent act of philanthropy 
is ascribed to Prince Bibesco, the hospodar of Walachia, who took 
the initiative, and to the general provincial assembly, by which the 
Measure was unanimously voted. After a debate, in which the most 
noble sentiments were expressed in favour of the emancipation of 
the lower classes, the heads of the church, notwithstanding the орро- 
sition which the law encountered on the part of the clergy, addressed 
an eloquent discourse to the assembled boyards, to induce them to 
follow his example. ‘The only remains of slavery now in Walachia 
are about 48,000 individuals, who are private property. The hospo- 
dar, Prince Bibesco, the day following these proceedings, gave his 
formal sanction to the project of law, and addressed a rescript to the 
general assembly, expressing his satisfaction at the result. He 
thanked also the head of the church and the members of the assem- 
bly for having passed a law which, as he said, the spirit of the age 
and the progress of civilisation had so long demanded.  ** This 
.day," concluded the prince, “will constitute an epoch in the annals 
of Walachia.” "P 

БЭгклзвива — The town of Strasburg has just been left ап im- 
mense legacy for the purpose of maintaining its theatre and en- 
couraging lyric art. А. M. Apfel, of Wissembourg, who died on 
the 11th, has left by his will, which is dated in 1839, not less than 
80,000 francs of Government rentes and other property, with the 
direction that the interest thereof shall be capitatived during eight 
years, by which time it is estimated the total amount of the capital 
will be about 3,000,000 francs; the annual revenue of which is to be 
devoted to the theatre, a deduction being made of one per cent. in 
favour of the Bureau de Bienfaisance, one per cent. for the Orphan's 
Hospital, and every leap year two рег cent. for poor students. [n 
case of any great public calamity, a certain sum may also be taken 
to [assist the necessitous classes; and a part of the annual revenue 


may likewise be devoted to the recompense of some great act of 


courage or virtue, or for giving a medal to any citizen who may have 
rendered distinguished services to tho town. ‘The testator provides 
that his legacy shall not dispense the municipality from continuing 
the present subvention to the theatre. In eight years, therefore, the 
theatre of Strasburg will receive ап annuai allowance of 200,000 
francs, which will suffice to piace it at the head of all provincial 
theatres. 

Sarptnia.—A letter from Turin, of the 18th inst., states that the 
King Carlo Alberti is seriously ill. On the 17th it was found ne- 
cessary to apply leeches twice during the day. Оп the 18th he was 
bled copiously. пе members of the diplomatic body proceeded to 
the palace to inquire after the state of health of the august invalid. 

AMERICA. — EMIGRANTS TO New York.—The Emigrant Passen- 
gers Dill, which has passed the assembly, provides that every ship- 
inaster, оп arriving at this port, shall report the name, birthplace, and 
place of last legal residence, age, and occupation of every alien pas. 
senger brought on his last voyage in said ship, whether from abroad 
or from any other state, who shall not have paid the sum required by 
this act, or been bonded. Penalty, seventy- five dollars for every per- 
son not reported, or falsely reported, very alien passenger is sub- 
ject to a tax of one dollar, payable by the captain to the city; and in 
case of the passenger being “ decrepid or infirm,” а bond of 300 dol. 
lars, with two good securities, is to be given that such passenger, and 
his or her children, will not be chargeable to any town, city, or coun- 
try in this state, 

By the packet-ships Garrick and Montezuma, we have accounts 
from New York to the 4th and Gth instant inclusive, respectively, 
The session of Congress had closed. ‘Ihe Three Million Bill had 
received, previously, ihe sanction of both branches of the Legislature, 
The Wilemot proviso against slavery was rejected. The following 
is the substance of the Bill ;— 

This resolution enables the President to conclude a treat y of peace, limits, and 
houndaries, with the republic of Mexico, to be used by him in the event that said 
treaty, when signed by the authorised agent of the two governments, and duly 
ratified by Mexico, shall call for the expenditure. 

The House of Representatives had refused to sanction the levy of 
a duty on tea and coffee. ‘The Irish Relief Bill passed the Senate, 
but was thrown out in the House by a vote of 102 to 53, ‘The War 
and Mail Steamers Bill, one clause of which provides for the esta- 
blishment of a line of four steamers to run between New York and 
Liverpool, had received the approval of Congress. The Hon. David 
‘lod had been appointed minister to Brazil, vice Mr. Wise, recalled 
at his own request. Mr, Rush, of Pennsylvania, had been appointed 
minister to the court of France, 

Mexico, — Latest intelligence received from Vera Cruz is to the 
4th ult, General Valencia has been relieved of his command, and 
his place supplied by General Vasquez, ‘The Mexicans, having be. 


come convinced that Vera Cruz is to be the object of attack, have set 
about fortifying the passes on the road to Mexico. The merchants 
of Jalapa have been called upon fer a loan of 4000 dollars to fortify 
the Puente Nacional. Rejon and Iriarte have entered upon the 
discharge of their duties as secretaries of foreign affairs and finances. 
Guevara has resigned the post of minister of justice. 


SCOTLAND. 

Artrocious Munpzn. — Isabella Gunn, an old woman, living in 
Achow of Swiney, in the parish of Latheron, has been made the vic- 
tim of a most atrocious murder. Her residence is at the end of the 
Free School of Achow. It is customary for some of the children to 
go to her room for fuel to kindle the school fire. Accordingly, on 
the morning of Sabbath last, one of the scholars went for that pur- 
pose, and was surprised to find no reply given to the customary salu- 
tation. An alarm was raised, and forthwith a number of the neigh- 
bours were assembied. They found that the crime of murder had 
been that morning committed upon the lonely woman, and judged 
that it could not have been of very late occurrence, as the body was 
yet warm. The foul deed had been committed by means of strangling, 
as a piece of rope was found round the neck of deceased. There 
were marks of violence on other parts of the face, one in particular 
on the chin, where to all appearancean iron instrument had been 
applied. Оп one of the hands there was also a blue mark. Several 
small sums of money, amounting in all to upwards of two pounds, 
were found on different parts of the deceased’s person, and lying be- 
tween the body and the chest. In the district she was reputed to 
have been worth a little money; but, as she was of very penurious 
habits, aud, to all outward appearance, in poverty, she was admitted 
lately on the poor’s той. It is said that, since a late attempt to rob 
her, she generally slept throughout the day, and sat up during the 
night. A young man has been apprehended and lodged in jail, under 
suspicion of being connected with the murder. 

Srrinc Prosrects. — The weather of late has been in every way 
so favourable, that the backward state of the ploughing, caused by 
the long continuance of the frost, has been, to a great extent, coun- 
terbalanced by the exertions of the last few weeks, and in various in- 
stances oat-sowing has commenced. Potatoes have been planted, 
but as yet on a very limited scale, and rather with a view to ascertain 
whether the potato may show symptoms of recovery, than from the 
hope of a large crop іп the present season. The ground hitherto de- 
voted to the culture of the root will be employed in the growth of 
larger breadths of green crops, beans, cabbages, &c. 

I;niNBURGH. — Аза meeting of ministers and elders of the United 
Secession and Relief Churches, held on the 19th inst., it was unani- 
mously resolved that “they could not observe the approaching fast, 
or recommend the same to be observed in virtue of the proclamation, 
because, holding the principle that Jesus Christ is alone the head of 
the church and lord of the conscience, and that religion is a matter 
of conviction, not to be enjoined by civil authority, or enforced by 
pains and penalties, they feel that fidelity to their master, and to the 
interests of religious liberty, forbids them to recognise for a moment,

IRELAND. 


Gar. wav, — An affray took place on Thursday last week, on board 
the Albion, bound from this port with emigrants to New York, which 
threatened to terminate in the loss of life. It appears that on that 
day a bailiff got on board for the purpose of executing a decree 
against one of the emigrants for the price of ove cwt. of meal which 
he got last year from his landlord, a gentleman in the vicinity of the 
town, ‘The bailiff having seized the man, he rescued himse!f from 
his grasp, and the bailiff then proceeded to claim the protection of 
the police. He applied to Sir Т. E. Blake for an order for the pur- 
pose, and Sir Thomas accompanied a party of police, under the 
command of Mr. Lynch, S.1., to the vessel. ‘The bailit then at- 


tempted to get оп board, but the other emigrants opposed it. Тһе 
police interfered to assist him, but they too were resisted. Тһе 


excitement became very great, and at length the emigrants and police 
got into collision. Fearing that loss of life would be the result, Sir 
Thomas Blake ordered the police to desist until they got a reinforce- 
ment of the military to overawe the emigrants. А раму of the 49th 
were then sent for, and upon their arrival the man against whom the 
decree was executed immediately surrendered: himself to them, re- 
questing the other emigrants not to offer any further opposition, He 
was then conveyed to the town prison, and is likely to remain there 
until discharged by the insolvent judge, as we understand the unfor- 
tunate man has no meaus to liquidate the debt or costs of the decree. 

‘Tue “ Porputan ARMAMENT.” — The grand jury of the north 
riding of Tipperary have forwarded the following petition for рге- 
sentation in the House of Lords by Lord Stanley, and in the Com- 
mons by Mr. Stafford O'Brien. It is high time, with the shocking 
murders in Kilkenny bearing fearful testimony to the rapid progress 
of the (so styled) popular armameut, for the legislature to interpose 
its authority, and put a stringent check upon wiat was officially pro- 
nounced to be the “undoubted right" of the peasantry to possess 
themseives of firearms :— 

That we feel it to be our imperative duty to give expression to the anxlety 
and alarm with which we have witnessed the recent extensive and rapidly іп- 
creasing acquisition offürearms by the peasantry of this country. 

That we consider the danger arising from this circumstance as greatly aggra- 
vated by the prevailing desti-utioa, as the evil disposed always avail themselves 
of such a state of things as a pretext for crimeand outrage. 

Гһас the danger is likely to be still further increased, when upon the stoppage 
of the public works (now soon to take place), large bodies of the peasantry will 
be thrown out of employment and let loose in gangs upon the country. 

That we therefore solemnly warn the goverument of the dangers likely to 
result to the peace of society from such an arming ofthe masses at such a period, 
and earnestly beseech them to apoly some efficient and timely remedy to an evil 
which must otherwise lead to the most disasterous consequences.

with which we were wont to be regaled a year ago. The 
Governor-General, who is as pious as he is brave, has directed 
throughout the year.

MERCANTILE COLLEGE. 

Іх an age when every class or civilised Englishmen directs its at- 
tention to the duty of self-improvement, it would be singular, indeed, 
if so prudent and calculating a body as the clerks of London were 
not prominent in efforts to ameliorate their social condition. The 
position of the clerk is perhaps more stationary than that of any 
other individual of the community. Excepting in the infrequent 
instances of their becoming partners in the mercantile houses in 
which they may have served with credit, they rarely emerge fiom the 
humble but useful occupation originally selected for them by parents, 
guardians, or their own necessities, They rise, it is true, in most 
private and public establishments to higher salaries and heavier 
responsibilities, but the advance is so very gradual, and the income, 
at the best, so inadequate to the current claims of their families, that 
it is next to an impossibility that they should lay by a sufliciency for 
the support of their old age, or their own protection against the 
penury arising from premature disqualification, or a long illness, 
Hence we have seen them establish a Provident Assurance Otfice, 
which, under the skilful management of Dr. Muilinder, is daily 
gaining in wealth and importance. The Whittington Club is another 
of their institutions, fruitful of instruction and promotive of sccial 
intercourse; and they are nuw endeavouring to establish a mercan- 
tile college for the board and education of their sons. This latter 
project appears to us peculiarly worthy of the countenance of the 
community of clerks, and of all those whose business obliges them to 
employ that useful class of servants. The proposed system of edu- 
cation, based upon the principles of the Church of England, is to 
embrace the modern languages, the classics, book-keeping, and the 
higher branches of accounts generally. The college being built by 
public subscription, the expense of board and education only will fall 
upon the clerks, and as these will be of the best possible kind, it is 
rationally concluded that the condition of parents will be improved, 
in as far as they will «ffect a saving in the instruction and support of 
their male progeny, and the interests of merchants and employers be 
secured by the creation of a superior description of assistants. 

We observe with pleasure that the Lord Bishop of London, the 
governor of the Bank, and some of the leading bankers are giving 
their support to the scheme, by handsome subscriptions; and we hear 
that, as soon as a sufficiency has been accumulated for the erection 
of a building suitable to the purposes of a college, а gentleman will 
make the association (which we should here mention is called the 
Metropolitan Clerks Association), a present of five acres of ground 
as а site for the edifice.

Tur Сосхтү Covnrs,— The district county courts of the metro- 
polis were opened generally on Wednesday last, and will be open 
every day (Sundays excepted) between the hours of ten o'clock and 
four. In these courts and the other county courts just estabiished, 
all actions for debt or damage under 207., that is, for monies owing 
or matters of contract ; all cases of assault or injury to the person or 
goods in which the damages claimed do not exceed 90/. ; all matters 
in dispute between masters and servants, or masters and workmen, 
under 20/., may be tried and disposed of in less than fourteen days. 
A debt of 20/. may be recovered for less than 9/4, which the de- 
fendant would have to pay with the debt, and smaller amounts at a 
proportionately less expense if parties attend in person. Тһе great 
advantage of these courts to the public over the old system will be 
the expeditious mode in which business will be disposed of, the small 
amount of expense OR the proceedings, and that persons may 
see to their own business (if so disposed ) instead of employing attor- 
пеуз or agents at a great expense, and often incurring, from negli- 
gence or dishonesty, the ultimate loss of th ir money, "пе evils 
thus counteracted had got to such a head,*that parties frequently 
would rather consider their debtsjunder 20/. as bad debts than go to 
law with the forlorn hope of recovering them.

—Egypt, by virtue of 
her situation, has particular claims to the protection о! England. 
We expect one day or other the jealousy of other powers will obiige 
us to take its government into our hands; and fortunate wiil it be 
for her people when such an occurrence shali take place. Every 
thing therefore that relates to her present state and condi ion ought 
to be interesting to us, for nothing aids the operation of political 
progress more, than accurate information upon all subjects that in- 
fluence or may be influenced in the transition process. Nothing 
that has appeared lately will serve to excite interest in Egyptian 
matters so much, as the splendid work of Roberts now before us, 
The scenes he has transferred to our drawing rooms will not satisfy 
but stimulate to farther acquaintance ; and the artist has done the 
state some service, by popularising in this effective manner а know- 
ledge of Egypt, her people, and her monuments.

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CRIMES AND CASUALTIES.

When the 
train arrived at Ponder's End, the flap at the bottom of the truck he 
was in must have given way, and the remainder of the trucks (twenty- 
two in number) have passed over his leg. The deceased told witness 
so after his admission into the hospital. Мг. Day, one of the house- 
surgeons, said, that when the deceased was admitted the left leg had 
a compound fracture, which was also twisted and jammed most 
fearfully. Amputation was resorted to, but deceased expired on the 
14th inst. from the effects of the injuries received. — Verdict, “ Acci- 
dental death.” 

Dererminrp бис. Оп Sunday, a gentleman of the name of 
Macvean, residing in Lambeth Walk, committed suicide, by running 
a knife several times into his throat.

Fink IN A CHAPEL, —On Wednesday forenoon, shortly after the 
Commencement of divine service in the Westminster French Pro. 
testant Church, Bloomsbury Street, Holborn, the congregation was 
thrown into a state of considerable alarm by a report being raised 
that the sacred edifice had taken fire. It appears that for some few 
minutes a strong smell of burning wood was experienced, but no- 
thing particular was thought of that circumstance, until a dense body 
of smoke commenced issuing from under the flooring boards. It 
then became apparent that a fire was burning under the floor of the 
building. Тһе service was immediately stopped, and several per- 
sons having procured buckets of water, they were discharged upon that 
portion of the church on fire.

THe New House oF} Loxns. — The admission of visitors, as an- 
nounced by Lord Morpeth, closed on Siturday, in order to afford the 
artists and mechanics employed an opportunity of pursuing their 
labours without interruption. Without attempting any detailed no- 
tice of the interior now presented by the House of Lords, a few words 
descriptive may be interesting to those of our readers who have not 
had an opportunity of inspecting the same. ‘The general impression 
on entering the House is grand in the extreme. ‘The nob e propor- 
tions of the apartment—the elaborately carved panels, and the bril- 
liant colouring which meets the eye on every side, produce a coup 
Фей at once striking and beautiful. The ceiing is divided into a 
series of square compartments, the ground work being elaborately 
coloured in blue and red, aud the cross beams forming the squares 
richly gilt. ‘The western end of the House is occupied by the 
throne, which is already nearly complete. [t is a most elaborate and 
tasteful design of the Gothic o:der, consisting of a grand centre and 
two wings—the latter to be respectively appropriated to the Prince 
Consort and the Prince of Wales. At the first glance it presents a 
perfect blaze of gold, but on a more minute inspection, the exquisite 
colouring here and there thrown into ihe design softens its tone, and 
produces an admirable result. In the canopy over the centre of the 
throne are niches intended for the reception of statuettes of the pa- 
tron saints of ihe three kingdoms, and on the wall immed'ately above, 
appears Mr. Dyce's fresco painting ot the Baptism of King Ethel- 
bert. It is well known that Mr. Barry's original design for the 
House of Peers included six arched compartments, three at cither 
end, to be filled up by frescoes. ‘This arrangement will ultimately be 
carried out; but at present Mr. Dyce is the oniy artist who has com- 
pleted his subject. Another important and interes'ing historical fea- 
ture in the decoration of the House is, the introduction of statues, 
about half the size of life, of all those barons who were insirumental 
in exacting “Magna Charta" from King John. Pedestals, each 
surmounted by an elegant canopy, are placed ac stated intervals on 
either side the House, immediately above the peeresses’ gallery, the 
name of each baron being beautifully emblazoned in colours.” ‘The 
strangers’ gallery faces the throne, and is immediately above the 
peers’ entrance, Тһе reporters’ gallery is immediately beneath the 
strangers’ gallery. Both these galleries are exceedingly capacious, 
and appear to be admirably adapted. for their respective purposes, 
There are three rows of seats up each side of the house, one raised 
above another, On the panellings round the house are painted the 
armorial bearings of ali the noblemen who have held tne oflice of 
lord chancellor trom the earliest date of that office, in the reign of 
Edward LLL, up to the present time, the list closing with the arms 
of the present lord chancellor, Lord Cottenham. The floor of the 
house will be covered with a Carpet, of very chaste design, the colour 
being dark blue, with gold spots. The house is entered by a pair of 
solid brass gates, of the most exquisite design and manufacture. 
l'he house is nearly twice as large as the present House of Peers, 


and considerably larger than the new House of Commons will be 
when completed,

timber in many instances, there are occasions in which the carpen- 
ter’s art cannot be dispensed with; moreover, the principles em.

“The construction of every 
variety of arch and dome occupies numerous richly-illustrated pages, 
while the calculations upon the strength of stone, the effects of 
thrust and pressure, are dilated upon in several parts of the work, 
The difficult subject of gothic vaulting is demonstrated with admir- 
able clearness. The examination of the qualitics of the various 
stones used in construction, together with an analysis of them, is also 
fully detailed from parliamentary and other authoritative documents. 

Stone bridges: the principles upon which they are built, and the 
machinery invented to aid their construction, have a large division of 
the work. The bridges over the Thames at London being the finest 
examples of the application of science to such structures, are shown 
in complete architectural detail, of which the subjoined cuts afford a 
few examples. 

Canals are not omitted, for though now to a great extent super-

A very useful chapter is given to our vast railway system, The 
laying out of lines and their construction ; the principles of locomo- 
tive traction, and the various engines by which it is carried оп, are 
fully set forth and illustrated. 

Тһе volume concludes with a most able section on the principles 
of proportion which regulate the quantity of material to be employed 
in the arts of construction. This subject appears to be the most ori- 
ginal one treated by the author, and ‘it displays his learning as an 
architect to great advantage. Не says it is опе to which he nas de- 
voted much careful consideration, having measured a vast number 
of buildings of all ages, for the purpose of forming an opinion upon 
the difference of character expressed in the Doric, Ionic, Byzantine, 
and Medizval styles. For economic purposes such inquiries are 
worthy of preat attention, it being apparent that if any entire build. 
ing, or a portion, in the Byzantine style be cubed, one part out of 
twelve only is devoted to material ; іп St. George's Chapel, Windsor, 
two parts; in the Chapter House at Wells, four; in the Ionic, six; 
in the Doric, eight; a variation between a twelfth, a sixth, a third, a 
half, and two-thirds of the entire cube being employed for support, 
and the remainder for space, 

To the vast amount of instruction conveyed by the one thousand 
six hundred and fifty-five pages of this leviathan of modern literature, 
Mr. Robert Branston has added much by his neat, accurate, and, on 
occasion, picturesque engravings. Three thousand of these are spread 
through the volume; and we know not, indeed, where the admirers 
of exact elucidation can receive more complete gratification than in 
these works, in which there are exhibited, in the smallest limits, the 
finest productions of the classic ages, and the ingenious, and even 
the stupendous Jabours of modern science.
